EXPOUND SOCIALIST DOCTRINES. 


As Soon as "Red Special" Arrives Speaking Began, But 


1 Debs Was Main Attraction—Crowd Tries to Crawl in 


Car Windows—Political Parties Scored. 


Deb's Red Special rolled into town 


on tho Baltimore & Ohio railroad tfa3s 
aUoiacon at 2.30 o'clock and an im- 
meiine gathering assembled at the B. 
& O depot to see tho great Socialist. 
Eveiyone thought that he would be 
standing on tho rear platform ot the 
train which consisted ot oae pullman, 
n day coach and a baggage car, but 
they were disappointed and Debs -waa 
held for tUe climax atter several other 
sinkers had talked- 


• ^he Socialists had announced that 
there would bo a ipanxde over 
the 


streets of town, but H, C. Harper, 
manager ol the Rod Special satd that 
thei e was but 50 minutes to allow 
the;rf to talk to tho people assembled 
And it would not be wasted in parad- 
ing. 
Tho baud played a short tune 


and then Mr. Harper 
mounted the 


specialty improvised table nnd talked 
to the audience. His plea was for 
them to contribute liberally to the col- 
lectors who were passing with baskets 
through tho crowd collecting all the 
moaey they could. He salcl that the 
special started on August 31 and that 
the railroads would not give them any- 
thing and that the Standard Oil would 
nol_ give them money to grease the 
"wheels, the coal trust money to fnr- 
nifh coal for the locomotive, nor pay 
Aim wages of the trainmen, therefore 
thuy had to gather the nickels and 
dimes from the pockets of the working 
men to continue, the Ked- Special. He 
said that if Uie money wag not forth- 
coming the Tied Special would have 
to stop. He did not talk about Social- 
Ism a word but made an eloquent ptea 
for money to continue on tho trip. 
Numerous baskets 
were scattered 


through the audience almost before 
the train stopped and an army o£ col- 
lectors were busy, 


Mr. Parker 
introduced 
Comrade 


JD,*ake, who delivered an address like 
an elocutionist, and remarked that in 
the course of human events there waa 
about to take place another election, 
v> here everyone could exercise thejr 
own free will but he hoped tUoy would 
all vote for the Socialist "party. The 
preliminaries did not take very well 
v ith the people who were present to 
BSD Eugene V. Debs, and some of them 
climbed up at the windows and at- 
tempted to pass the door keepers.
